7. The sorting device as claimed in claim 4, characterized in that the 
destination storage areas (ZS1, ZS2) and the source storage areas (QS1, QS2) are 
provided in conveyjplg circuits (50i, 50a) which are connected to one another via the 
diverter device j£W).
